FEEDING OF BABIES 


BECOMING SIMPLER. 


VERY year sees the feeding of 
babies made a simpler matter. 
The very complicated methods of 
modifying the proportions of the 
ingredients of milk according to the age 
of the baby, as proposed by Rotch about 
a generation ago, have been abandoned. 
The Roteh method served to make phy- 
sicians, mothers, and nurses take better 
care of the ‘baby’s milk, and to that ex- 
tent it did a great deal of good. Beyond 
that it aid harm. | 
Had Holt been far seeing and clear 
headed enough to see the fallacy in the 
Rotch method, and laid down rules for 
baby feeding on simpler lines, we might 
have had a baby death rate equal to that 


of New Zealand by now. For a genera- 


tion the little Holt book did as much 
good as all the doctoring put together, 
and it is a great pity that it advocated 
complicated feeding methods. 

The present methods are far simpler. 
First, they call fo. fresh milk that is 
clean and cold. Pasteurization or boil- 
ing is almost an universal requirement. 
Just as there ape a few physicians who 
advise the eating of raw meat, so there 
are a few who advise raw milk for 
babies. But they are relics of another 
age and soon they will ne 'gumbaret with 
the dodo. 

— 

If very clean, fresh milk, 3 
pasteurized milk, cannot be had, most 
physicians now advise the use of 
evaporated milk or milk powder. The 
tendency is strong to give milk mixtures 
of the same strength to babies of all 
ages between one and twelve months, 
merely varying the quantity at each 
feeding and the number of feedings. It 
is the custom to add some sugar ar 
starch to the milk. This is lessened as 
the baby grows older because, after the 
fourth month, the baby eats some cereal 
and later some bread, and, therefore, re- 
quires 1 sugar in the milk mixture. 

The cust is growing of adding some- 
thing sour to the baby’s milk, or else of 
souring with bacilli. Babies require some 
acid in their milk, especially in hot 
weather and in hot climates. 

Dr. M. Marriott uses the Pewee mix- 
ture: 

Brown Karo corn sirup, 6 table- 

spoons. 

Pure lactic acid, 1 teaspoonful. 

Water, up to 1 pint. 

The sirup is diluted with one-half of 
the water. The acid is added. The mix- 
ture is agitated and the balance of the 
water is added. The mixture is kept 
cold. 

Equal parts of this acid-sugar mixture | 
and unsweetened, evaporated milk are 
mixed well. A day’s feeding can be 
mixed at once. The quantity at a feed- 
ing and the frequency of the feedings

being changed. As the baby gets older 
less sirup is used. Fruit juice is given 
all the year, and cod liver oil during the 
winter.
